Hornet hockey club moves to Tahoe, builds fan base

In the brisk sunlit igloo of the South Lake 
Tahoe Ice Arena, hockey fans trickle into the 
bleachers before a Saturday afternoon game. 

A line of hockey players emerges from a 
locker room, cueing a public address announc- 
er to bellow over a crescendo of rock music. 

“And now... your Sacramento State Hor- 
nets!” 

The crowd responds with whoops and 


And if it sounds like a best-kept secret, 
it’s not any more: After relocating from Sacra- 
mento to South Lake Tahoe in 2002, the little- 
known Sac State hockey club is experiencing 
a renaissance both on and off the ice. 

The team has defeated squads from the 
University of Oregon, Stanford and UC Davis 
on the way to its best start ever at 10-2. Play- 
ers from the East Coast and.Canada have 
joined California natives to outskate, outgun 
and generally outperform their competition 
on an almost regular basis.

Campus drivers 
suffer $159,000 
in losses from 

grand theft auto

Car thefts in Sacramento State 
parking lots this year have left a 
hefty tab of $159,000 with victims, 
according to university police. 

The report, which outlines all 
reported parking lot crimes since 
January, shows 29 cases of grand 
theft auto this year, with last year’s 
report citing 34 car thefts in 2002. 
This sum does not account for all 
vehicle-related crimes at Sac State 
— just cases in which the automo- 
biles were removed from the site. 

Nearly a third of on-campus 
grand thefts occurred in Lot 8, ac- 
cording to police log summaries. 
Lot 8 is north of State University 
Drive and Highway 50. 

More than $32,000 in stolen 
goods were reported, which in- 
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cludes the theft of anything on or in- 
side the vehicles, according to a 
summary log from the Sac State 
university police. Most burglary 
cases involved the theft of stereo 
equipment.

“No matter how secure your car 
is, it can be burglarized and be bro- 
ken in to at any time here,” Phoung 
said: 

Sac State ranked sixth in car 
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thefts among California State Uni- 
versities last year below L.A., 
Pomona, Northridge, Long Beach 
and Fresno. .

Schwarzenegger 
outlines mid-year 
fiscal plans for 
higher education

Goy. Arnold Schwarzenegger 
last week proposed $13.4 million in 
mid-year.cuts for the California 
State University system, in addi- 
tion to the $304 million already cut 
from the 2003-04 budget. 

Effective Jan. 1, 2004, an addi- 
tional $24.6 million would also be 
cut from outreach programs in the 
2003-04 budget for both the UC 
and CSU systems. 

“This is part of the difficult but 
necessary cuts the governor must 
make,” said-Schwarzenegger 
spokesman H.D. Palmer. 

Eric Guerra, CSU student trustee 
and former Associated Students, 
Inc. president, said'that the outreach 
programs are essential for students 
who face adverse economic or per- 
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sonal backgrounds. 

“These decisions are prema- 
ture,” Guerra said. “I just hope the 
governor is looking at the future of 
California.” 

By cutting outreach, the CSU 
system will not provide equal ac- 
cess, which is part of the CSU mis- 
sion, Guerra said. 

In the next four years, Guerra 
said, student population demo- 
graphics will change as a result of 
cutting outreach offerings such as

Students under time 
crunch for spring fees

Many Sacramento State students 
received their invitations to register 
within days of their scheduled tu- 
ition pay date. 

Spring semester invitations were 
mailed out on Nov. 11. The first 
students to register — graduating 
seniors and priority students — were 
supposed to pay thir fees by Nov. 
17. 

“Ideally we want students to re- 
ceive their invitations to register 
two weeks before their scheduled 
date,” said Registrar Anita Hall. 

Students may register anytime 
after their original scheduled date, 
so a late payment does not preclude 


registration, according to 
admissions and records. 

“A student who has not paid by 
his/her scheduled date cannot reg- 
ister until the payment is receipted 
and posted to the computer,” Hall 
said. 

The office of admissions and 
records prints the timeline for reg- 
istration in the front of the schedule 
of classes 

“We do try to prepare people in 
advance,” Hall said. 

Registration dates and fees are 
scheduled on a rolling basis starting 
with priority students and graduat- 
ing seniors and finishing with soph- 
omores, allowing invitations to be 
mailed in one bulk order and reach

Davis and San Jose State University. 

In 2002, San Jose State Universi- 
ty saw eight grand theft autos, ac- 
cording to the SJSU police. 

Twalla McCarthy, supervisor of 
records for the UC Davis police de- 
partment said that $113,500 dollars 
were lost in 18 grand thefts in 2002, 
a figure 30 percent less than Sac 
State’s. 

UC Davis has a similar enroll- 
ment as Sac State, around 32,000 for 
the fall semester, but has lower auto- 
mobile crime numbers because its 


_ infrastructure and location, said an 


officer at UC Davis. 

John Hamrick, an investigator 
with university police, said that car 
theft has less to do with location and 
more to do with the type of car. 

“The make and models stolen (on 
campus) reflect the make and models 
being stolen in the Sacramento re- 
gion,” Hamrick said. 

The Sacramento region ranks sev- 
enth worse in the nation for car thefts, 
according to the National Insurance 
Crime Bureau. 

Hamrick said that police are con- 


stantly on patrol looking for people 
who do not belong on campus in or- 


der to avert criminals from stealing or . 


even damaging vehicles. 

Another problem in campus lots is 
vandalism, with 32 incidents at Sac 
State since Jan.1. 

Outsiders are not the only indi- 
viduals committing car crimes - stu- 
dents commit the crimes as well, 
Hamrick said. 

On Nov. 11, two presumed stu- 
dents disputed over a parking space in 
Lot 2, Hamrick said. After a verbal 
dispute, one of the students parked 
and went to class. 

When the student returned, the 
vehicle had noticeable key scratches 
on both passenger and driver doors. 

Hamrick said that the police had a 
lead in getting the suspect and were 
trying to contact him, although the 
police are still not sure if he is a stu- 
dent. 

“Our future plans include increas- 
ing the time we patrol the lots to in- 
clude more patrol hours during the 
hours of darkness,” Hamrick said.

MAKING THE MOVES 


Chris Perry eats a snack and asks 
to be excused for keeping a steady 
gaze on the college football game 
unfolding on television. His team, 
the USC Trojans, just scored the 
first touchdown of the game, and he 
wants to see the celebration. 

But the Trojans aren’t Perry’s 
only team. He’s also the captain 
of the Sac State hockey squad, an 
affiliate of the university’s Recre- 


ation Sports program since its incep- 


tion in 1997. When he’s not work- 
ing as a programs manager for the 
South Lake Tahoe Ice Arena, Perry 
also fills in as the team’s travel plan- 
ner, schedule coordinator, fund-rais- 
er and chief administrator, among 
other things 

“T ve put hundreds of hours into 
it in the last year,” Perry said. “It’s 
not that I don’t trust anybody. It’s 
just that I know I can get the job 
done.” 

Atall, blond 30-year-old whose 
graduate work in recreation and 
leisure studies belies his stony-eyed 
intensity, Perry joined the Homets in 
2001 after discovering the team on 
the Internet. He says his leadership 
role evolved shortly thereafter, when 
the cash-poor Hornets learned they 
would soon be displaced from 
Skatetown Ice Arena in Roseville. 

In 2002, after Perry landed his 
position with the new ice arena in 
South Lake Tahoe, he met with are- 
na administrators to discuss reserv- 
ing large blocks of time for Sac 
State. He then contacted longtime 
Hornets coach Jim Copél about re- 
locating the team for the 2002-03 
season. 

“Tt was the best option,” Perry 
said. “The best and the only op- 
tion.” 

Despite finding a new home 
away from home, the Hornets’ tran- 
sition was anything but smooth. 
They brought a core of only eight 
players for their first season in South 
Lake Tahoe, less than half of what 
an average hockey team carries 
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Team 
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through a season. 

After last year’s frustrating run, 
Perry went in search of more expe- 
rienced players to comprise a com- 
petitive team. He launched a re- 
tooled Sac State hockey Web site 
and sent e-mails to hockey clubs 
around North America, recruiting 
skaters for 2003-04. 

Sac State sophomore Chris 
Simpson heard about the team in 
his home state of New Hampshire, 
where he had played hockey his 
whole life. Canadians Chris 
Obradovich and Trevor Hawrys 
found out about Perry’s recruiting 
drive through friends. Obradovich 
was a back-up goaltender in the Al- 
berta College League looking for 
more experience on the ice, while 
Hawrys brought his aggressive style 
from the tiny farming community of 
Grindrod, British Columbia. 

“Tt’s the way hockey was back 
home,” Hawrys said of his hard- 
hitting, smash-and-dash approach 
to the game, which occasionally 
leaves unwitting opponents peel- 
ing each other from the ice. “It was 
like you had to play that way or 
you didn’t make it.” 

The transplants joined other 
skaters who had signed on after 
they had already been accepted to 


Sac State, having discovered the 
squad through Perry’s Web site. Af- 
ter Perry arranged the season sched- 
ule, he and Copél gathered the rook- 
ies and returning players to level 
with them about the demands of 
skating for the Hornets. 

The team would practice, play or 
do both every weekend. Sacramen- 
to-based players were expected to 
travel to South Lake Tahoe for prac- 
tices and home games. All players 
were responsible for setting aside 
time for road trips to play in San 
Jose, Southern California and Ore- 
gon. dy 
“We’ve got a season running 
from October to March,” Perry said. 
“T made it very clear to the guys 
when they first came here that if 
they weren’t in it for the long haul, 
then thank you, but no thanks.” 

Some players did leave. The 15 
players who remained, Copél says, 
have practiced, meshed and bond- 
ed to become the best team Sac 
State has ever produced. 


‘DEFINITELY THE DRAW’ 


Green T-shirts emblazoned “Sac 
State Hockey” are spotted on 
dozens of fans during Hornets 
games, complemented by beads 
thrown from the hand of a snarling 
Hornet mascot in a hockey jersey. 
After games, Sac State’s fans file 
into the arena lobby to discuss their 
home team’s recent winning streak. 

“South Lake Tahoe doesn’t have 
anything else like that,” said Brad 
Vidro, a city engineer who helped 
build the ice arena. “It’s a bigger 
college coming in and playing in 
our arena. We think it’s a good 
thing.” 

Vidro adds that the Homets’ suc- 
cess has been one of the arena’s 
most influential endorsements yet. 
He says the arena has been slow to 
flourish as a community resource, 
but that Sac State’s presence has 
contributed to an unprecedented 
surge in activity. 

Following Sac State’s Nov. 22 
victory over UC Davis, for example,

several families who had attended 
the game lined up to buy passes for 
that evening’s public skating ses- 
sion. And last July, Perry organ- 
ized a youth hockey camp at the 
arena as a fund-raiser for Sac State 
hockey. 

Most of those youths still skate 
at the arena, and Perry says many of 
their parents purchased Homets sea- 
son tickets for 2002-03. What’s 
more, those families have joined 
hundreds of others in the word-of- 
mouth campaign that has made 
hometown heroes out of Sac State’s 
team. 

Local businesses help out with 
post-game sandwiches and lodging 
for players who trek from Sacra- 
mento for games and practices. A 
nearby restaurant also contributed 
15 percent of the revenues earned 
during a Hornet hockey party back 
to the team to assist with operating 
expenses, which Perry says will 
reach $18,000 this season. 


Coach Jim Copél attributes 
much of the team’s success to the 
tight-knit nature of the South Lake 
Tahoe community. He says he’s 
come to know many of Sac State’s 
fans, and calls his and his players’ 
recognition “amazing.” 

“Tt’s rare when I'll go into Safe- 
way and I won’t bump into some- 
one I know,” Copél said. “It does- 
n’t matter if it’s 3 in the afternoon or 
1 in the morning.” 

Copél admits there was an initial 
period.of friction between Tahoe’s 
two other hockey teams—the Blue 
and the Lakers—and Sac State. 
When the Hornets scheduled their 
ice time with the arena, the other 
two teams experienced difficulty 
setting up their own workouts and 
games. 

The teams eventually worked 
out a resolution with Perry, and the 
Tahoe Lakers even played a game 
immediately preceding the Hornets’ 
Nov. 22 match-up against UC 


Davis. Copél says such unofficial 
“doubleheaders” also contribute to 
the advance of hockey in South 
Lake Tahoe, which has traditional- 
ly been dominated by other winter 
sports like skiing and snowboarding. 

“Some people watched the first 
game, and then stayed for Sac 
State,” Copél said. “They were so 
happy that they had a full afternoon 
and evening of good hockey. They 
couldn’t have done any better than 
that.” 

And for a club that introduced an 
undermanned team to 25 fans in its 
South Lake Tahoe debut, the Hor- 
nets have revived themselves as an 
eclectic, passionate bunch for whom 
locals have developed a hometown 
crush. 

“Sac State is definitely the 
draw,” said novice hockey fan Di- 
ana Alexander. “This is their home 
ice, and that makes them our team.”’

Major computer companies are now giving dis- 
counts to students to buy one of their very own. 

“Apple gives a $100-200 discount for students,” 
says senior Bryan Yee, a clerk at the Hornet Book- 
store. “Dell also gives a five to eight percent discount 


for students.” 

Companies like Apple, Dell and Gateway have 
payment plans for college students. 

The prospective buyer must make the purchase 

through the companies website. 

All three companies are linked to the Hornet Book- 
store website at www.foundation.csus.edu/ bookstore. 

Students who do not want to buy a laptop can now 
borrow a Dell laptop computer from the Library Me- 
dia Center.

“The computer can’t leave the library,” said Rubby 
Hampton a supervisor of media operations in the Li- 
brary Media Center. “It’s basically on an honor system.” 

There are no theft detection devices attached to the 
laptop but if students do not return the laptop to the Me- 
dia Center at the end of the four-hour period a $2,000 
fine is immediately imposed on the student. 

“We think that will do the job,’ Hampton said. 

The library currently owns three Dell laptops that are 


available for student use. Since the program started at 
the beginning of the fall semester it has been well used 
by the students, Hampton said. 

Students can use the borrowed computers to type re- 
ports, browse the Internet and download information 
from the Internet to a floppy disk. 

After each use all activity from the previous user is 
erased. 

The library media center plans to continue the pro- 
gram next semester.

The CSUS Foundation Board 
of Directors will hear and discuss 
reports from recent meetings of the 
Budget and Finance Committee 
about the financial statements up 
to September of this year at a Friday 
meeting. 

The executive committee of the 
CSUS Foundation met Nov. 25 to 
review the agenda for the next 
Board of Directors meeting. 

Attending the meeting were uni- 
versity president Alexander Gonza- 
lez, board chairperson Doraiswamy 
Ramachandran, board vice chair- 
person Chevelle Newsome, Foun- 
dation executive director Elroy Lit- 
tlefield and staff liason Nancy 
Pennebaker. 

Associated Students, Inc. pres- 
ident Peter Ucovich was the only 
member of the executive commit- 
tee not present at the meeting. 

Littlefield said at the meeting 
that the Foundation is on budget. 
The board will hear a financial up- 
date from the Budget and Finance 
Committee chaired by Ramachan- 
dran. Ramachandran agreed with 


Littlefield that the Foundation is fi- 
nancially on target. 

The agenda will also include 
reports from the Investment Com- 
mittee who has been reviewing its 
investments and efforts to cease in- 
vesting in tobacco companies. Gon- 
zalez commented about students 
campaigning for the university’s 
Career Center to exclude tobacco 
companies from recruiting employ- 
ees on campus. 

“This is interesting because they 
are such big conglomerates,’ Gon- 
zalez said. 

Ramachandran said the Founda- 
tion had found their investments 
were doing better without the tobac- 
co companies. 

The board spoke about the re- 
tirement of the Vice President for 
Business and Administration Ed- 
ward Del Biaggio next June and 
finding a replacement for Director 
of Grants and Contracts Adminis- 
tration Joyce Hendricks-Lopes, 
who is leaving the Foundation. 

The finalized agenda for the Fri- 
day meeting will be posted on the 
door of the Bookstore building this 
week.

the Educational Opportunity Program. 

He said that the ratio of counselors to 
students would decrease at smaller high 
schools. 

“I’m a first generation student, my- 
self, and outreach got me here,” Guerra 
said. 

The vice president of academic af- 
fairs, Ric Brown, said administrators at 
Sacramento State cannot speculate about 
the potential consequences of the gover- 
nor’s budget recommendations. 

“We have no information on whether 


those cuts will be realized,” Brown said. 
“But any time there are cuts we worry 
about the availability of classes.” 

The governor’s proposal is a reversal 
from his campaign promise to avoid cut- 
ting education funding, a pledge to which 
he specifically referred during a meeting 
with his economic advisers last August. 

“We must immediately attack the op- 
erating deficit head-on,” Schwarzeneg- 
ger said. “Now, does this mean that we 
are going to make cuts? Yes. Does this 
mean education is on the table? No.” 

The proposed budget cuts must be 


approved in a special Legislative ses- 
sion in order for them to be enacted next 
year. 

“Tt is amove away from a continuing 
tradition,” said ASI President Peter 
Ucovich. “And a continuous move to- 
wards students probably paying more 
fees? 

Secretary of State Kevin Shelley gave 
the Legislature until Friday to approve 
Schwarzenegger’s proposed $15 billion 


bond measure and a constitutional spend- |

fect,” Hall said. 

Many campuses in the California State Uni- 
versity system use a billing program. This allows 
students to register for the classes they need 
without having to scramble to pay tuition at 
the last minute. 

However, if a student fails to pay their fees, 
they are dropped from the class. 


The software currently in use at Sac State is 
not set up to handle a billing program and has 
had the same registration process in place since 


1993. 


With the arrival of the PeopleSoft’s Common 
Management System, a CSU-wide record-keep- 
ing software, all campuses are expected to fall 


in line with the billing method. 


After the first of the year there will be meet- 
ings about how to implement this software and 


adapt it to Sac State, Hall said.

They had instant respect for one anoth- 
er. 

The two come into this season with sim- 
ilar stories.

He impressed scouts as one of the top 
guard prospects on the West Coast and won 
a world dunk contest in France while trav- 
eling with his AAU (Amateur Athletic 
Union) summer team. 

And of course there was the SLAM 
magazine “best dunker’” title. But Pugh 
failed to live up to expectations at UMass. 

He averaged just 2.6 minutes and 1.2 
points his freshman year at Massachusetts, 
11.4 minutes and 5.3 points his sophomore 
year. 

He attributes his disappointment on the 
court to his lack of maturity off of it. 

“Tnitially you come into a school and 
they have pictures of you, articles written 
and everyone’s heard of you,” Pugh said. “T 
got there and I wasn’t as focused as I should 
have been. I wanted to have the college 
experience and play college basketball and 
that’s not something you can do. I didn’t get 
the proper rest or preparation for the 
games.” 

Pugh wasn’t achieving his personal 
goals on the court or in the classroom. He 
always felt that if basketball wasn’t going 
to work, he could fall back on his academ- 
ics. : 
When he saw both ends were deterio- 
rating he knew it was time to move on. 

“Tt was a lonely feeling. I was 3,000 
miles away from home with a new coach, 
new players on the team and without any 
sense of familiarity.” 

So Pugh moved back to Sacramento to 
be reunited with his friends and family and

said he feels more ready 
to accept the challenges 
and responsibilities of 
college basketball. 

Most importantly 
though, he can play in 
front of his No.1 fan 
again. 

“My mother is my 
crutch when I am down 
and my biggest support- 
er when things are go- 
ing well,” Pugh said. 
“She was the only one 
who helped me stay fo- 
cused mentally on my 
goals.” 

Pugh says it has nev- 
er been a question of his 
talent or athleticism. It 
has always been about 
his ability to stay fo- 
cused and his mother, 
Louise, keeps him fo- 
cused. 

“She is the reason 
why I continue to get up 
every time I fall down. 
As long as I have her 
support I can accom- 
plish anything,” Pugh 
said. “I play this game 
for her.” 

Louise has watched 
her son play every home 
game this season and 
even traveled to watch 
him score a game-high 
18 points against Stan- 
ford in their season 
opener. 

In the home opener 
against Dominican, she , 
was the loudest one , 
cheering when her son rose above the rim, 
snatched the rebound and slammed the first 
of many Jameel Pugh memories in a Hor- 
net uniform. 

Memories that will be created here in 
Sacramento because of the image he saw of 
Jones in the highlight reel almost two years 
ago.

“Coach Jenkins is like my Dad,” Jones 
said. “He always cared. He is a role mod- 
el for achieving success.” 

Jones bounced back academically. He 
said he achieved a 3.2 last fall and a 2.8 in 
the spring. 

“Tt was a real humbling experience,” 
Jones said. “I never take things for granted 
so you can understand how appreciative I 
am right now just to be playing.” 

A natural rivalry will always exist be- 
tween two talents who share the same bas- 
ketball, especially when they share the same 
dreams for themselves and the program. 
But both Jones and Pugh agree that their 
personal goals take a backseat to the team’s 
overall success. 

“Tl do anything it takes to win,” Jones 
said. “If you focus on individual statistics it 
kills the team goal. I don’t even care. what 
I average this year. I’m just trying to win.” 

The two describe the competition be- 
tween each other at practice as “‘cutthroat.” 

“Playing against him really increases 
my confidence level because I fear no guard 
in the league,” Pugh said. “If I take a day 
off coach is on me, saying things like ‘Is Jo- 
Jo going to go off today? Jo-Jo going to kill? 
You going to step up on Jo-Jo today?’” 

Pugh and Jones both realize they cannot 
lag a single day, for fear the other will BS 
them by. 

They understand the on-court chemistry 
will come only through the experience of 
the season. 

Once they find that chemistry, oppo- 
nents will need to answer how to handle two 
of the most athletic guards in the conference 
playing on the same team. 

“Jameel and Jo-Jo draw an extreme 
amount of attention because of who they 
are,“ Jenkins said. “Now they have good 
enough players around them to become 
better playmakers.”

“ozomatli” is the Nahuatl word for 
the Aztec god of dance.

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Documentary takes a peep at stripper politics

Don’t let the name throw you. 
“Live Nude Girls Unite” is a doc- 
umentary film about the first exotic 
dancers labor organization in San 
Francisco, and will be shown on 
Thursday in the Redwood Room 
of the University Union. 

This film is patt of the Lunch 
Time movies series, a monthly film 
that is sponsored by the Woman’s 
Resource Center. 

Rookie producer/co-director 
Julie Query makes her debut in the 
movie industry with this artistic 
and comedic break-through per- 
formance. Query takes the audi- 
ence along on her journey as she 
attempts to organize the first and 
only union of strippers in the Unit- 
ed States.

The Lusty Lady, the club that 
sets the stage for the movie, isn’t a 
strip club with a pole dancing stage 
and private rooms for lap dances. 
Instead, the peep show is of 
women dancing and teasing on- 
lookers behind the glass-mirrored 
closet-like rooms. 

Customers are individually en- 
tertained, paying a quarter for every 
15-second snap shot through the 


waist level looking glass cubicle. 


Dancers attract clients by teasing: 
them and leading them to a view- 
ing room where the client’ looks 
on. 

The dancer works through her 
shift, repeating this process over 
and over until she punches the 
clock and goes home. 

Three of the peep show’s 13 
rooms were equipped with one- 
way mirrors, in which the clients 


could see the dancers, but the 
dancers could not see the clients. 
These rooms caused conse- 
quences for the dancers. Clients 
would videotape their private show 
and use it for amateur pornography. 
After asking management to 
remove the one-way mirrors in the 
three rooms, and being told that 
unpaid porn star fame was an oc- 
cupational hazard they had:to deal 
with, the dancers turned to the Ex- 
otic Dancers Alliance (EDA), a 
group set up by the plaintiffs in 
the lawsuit against the Brothers’ 
O'Farrell Theatre. 
With diplomacy on their side, 
the group of dancers began their 
plans to unionize. Once the man- 
agement learned of this threat, they 
quickly removed the one-way mir- 
rors, but still refused to recognize 
the group’s right to unionize.

Brought up with Jewish her- 
itage, Query was forced to hide 
her lifestyle from her mother, a 
prominent opponent of the taxa- 
tion of exotic dancers. “Live Nude 
Girls Unite” shows politics and 
peep show values coming togeth- 
er in a battle for representation as 
aunion and against the exploitation 
of women’s worker unions. 

Query has been collecting and 
working in the film business since 
1993, as an associate producer for 
the film “Dykes, Camera, Action,” 


a film about lesbian media ac- 
tivism. Query also founded the 
Queer Film and Video Festival at 
the University of Oregon. 

The film shows the difficulties 
and hardships that strippers in the 
Bay area went through in order to 
become a. labor union. In a dra- 
matic fashion, the film is an en- 
ftertaining look into the 1990s un- 
derworlds of feminism, the trade of 
turning tricks, the effects of pros- 
titution in society and the strain 
placed on the mother-daughter 
characters of the film. 

Set in San Francisco during 
1998, the focus of the film is on the 
issue of how women’s work is ex- 
ploited in the work force of today’s 
world and how the government 
plans to implement a federal tax 
on their profession. 

“Live Nude Girls Unite” is th 


last of four films put on by the 
Women’s Resource Center for the 
lunch time hour. 

Though this film runs just over 
an hour, it provides an insight into 
the underground world of exotic 
dancers and the troubles they face 
in trying to gain union recognition 
for their cause. 

The Women’s Resource Cen-

“There is some level of general 
hostility because of world events,” 
Jewish Student Union President 
Amanda Glincher said. “But people 
seem ,positive in general.”

“We got the backlash of Sep- 
tember 11 really hard,’ SSA Presi- 
dent Tajinder Singh said. “We 
thought we better do something.” 

The fact that there had not pre- 
viously been any Sikh organization 
at the school came as a shock to 
Singh. : 

“There are 500,000 Sikhs in the 
United States,” Singh said. “We 
were surprised to learn when we 
got to Sac State there was nothing.” 

Singh and other founding mem- 
bers have since built the SSA upon 
similar organizations at other 
schools in order to create commu- 
nity among those Sikhs on campus 
as well as expose their religion to 
others. 

The group is attempting to get 
Sikhism added to the curriculum 
of the world religions class, HRS 
140. In the meantime, they are 
spreading word via flyers and the 
occasional booth. 

“A lot of people don’t know 
what Sikhism is, but 90 percent of 
turban wearers are Sikhs,” Singh 
said. 

Singh, as well as the other reli- 
gious leaders, said that the students 
who stop to talk have been very 
supportive and eager to learn. 

“At Sac State we haven’t had 
any problems; nothing,” he said.
